Washington — It's long way to 


general reduction of taxes on earned 
incomes. President Hoover favors it 
and so does Secretary Mellon but 
when it gets down to actual admin- 
istrative provisions or some plan to 
apply the theory, the experts shake 
their heads. They have considerable 
difficulty applying the present cred- 
it on earned incomes. 


The theory of the reduction on 


earned income is that the salaried 
worker or the individual • who is ac- 
tively engaged in a company should 
pay a lower tax than the person who 
receives an equivalent income from 
stocks or bonds or investments gen- 
erally. This has always been receiv- 
ed on its face as a fair difference be- 
tween the so-called earned and un- 
earned incomes. But the correspond- 
ence of members of congress and the 
treasury department is full of pro- 
tests from widows and orphans who 
are the beneficiaries of life insur- 
ance or other legacies and who feel 
that they ought not to be the subject 
of discrimination. 


A widow with a 
$5,000 Income, 


•which might be the amount received 
annually from a. 
$100,000 jestate, 


would pay more taxes than some one 
else who received a $5,000 salary. 
The widow might be in ill-health or 
might have a. family to support. This 
would involve a 
consideration of 


each case on its merits and the fed- 
eral government has never permit- 
ted'the subject of income or taxes to 
be made a matter of leniency in par- 
ticular circumstances. 
The 
rules 


have been applied generally and the 
laws contain hardly any exceptions 
that relate to personal comforts or 
hardships. The argument has also

United States government insurance, 
according to James II.

A 
recent amendment to the World \Var 
Veterans' Act, passed at the request 
of the legion, makes possible the in- 
surance. 


Veterans often carried a policy for 


several year's and then surrendered 
it for cash value, Mr. Ballict said, 
but the policy now can be obtained 
with a deduction for the amount 
paid when tho policy first was sur- 
rendered. 
The minimum policy if 


$1,000 and the 
maximum 
$10.000. 


However, a policy may be had for 
any 
amount between $1,000 and 


$10,000 In multiples of $300. 


The veteran applying for his policy 


under the new arrangements must 
be in good health now, should sub- 
mit his application as required by 
the veterans bureau, and must make 
a down payment of at least the first 
month's premium. Other premiums 
can be paid quarterly, semi-annually 
or annually. Several types of policy 
such as offered by any insurance 
company are available. 


Policies also are free from restric- 


tions as to residence, modes of trans- 
portation, occupation and military or 
naval service.

INCOME TAX REVISION 


President Hoover has let it be known 


that when the next revision of the in- 
come tax law takes place he will first 
favor relief to those who pay a'federal 
levy on earned incomes. In this atti- 
tude he coincides with the views of Sec- 


"retary Mellon, who has already made 


a recommendation to this effect. 


There certainly is a distinction be- 


tween earned and 
unearned income 


that oughtrto, be -taken, accpunt of in 
the framing, of income taxation. There 
is recognition of this principle in the 
existing law, but only to a limited de- 
"gree; A larger exemption of earned in-' 
comes from' taxation is-, based on the 
proposition tfia't the earner" must de- 
pend "upon. savingfr from Jus -wages or 
salary to ••accumulate a= competence, to-' 
gethefwith insurance against the fu- 
ture, whereas the person possessed of 
unearned income from 
securities or 


other sources is not in this position, for 
his income continues without reference 
to his earning ability, health or other 
factors. 
A tax on earned incomes, 


therefore, is in the nature of'a penalty 
on thrift as well as a burden that may. 
entail serious results in old age. - 


All revisions of the income tax law 


are predicated on the fact that the tax 
is too heavy. 
It becomes a. question, 


therefore, of where relief is to be ex- 
tended in the gradual process of 
ameliorating the tax. Reductions have 
been made in the high brackets and lib-' 
eral exemjs'tib.ns aij&--reductions1 in the 
Iowest..1Ihe m.qn^?lj6se income is sole- 
ly the .product of his own labor has not 
been sufficiently relieved. 
The same 


may.be said of th& maiT whose income 
is in the intermediate brackets. There 
has been comparatively little reduction 
in his taxes. 


In the third place, the corporation 


tax still remains high. It would seem 
that a fair order of further reductions 
would apply to earned incomes, then to 
incomes in- the intermediate brackets 
and finally the lowering of corporation 
rates. The income tax law is still on a 
war basis, and it ought to be brought 
back to a normal basis as rapidly as 


-'"possible. It would seem that ten years 


would be enough time in which to do 
this, and it would'have been had the 
government not insisted on so exten- 
sive and rapid reduction of the public 
debt. 


PHYSICAL DEFECTS 


A health examination service, oper- 


ating for three years with a group of 
more than 3,000 persons, all apparent- 
ly healthy, found a total of 8,000 dis- 
eases or defects of health. This is an 
average of nearly three defects per 
person. 


The leading ailments were bad teeth, 


malnutrition and its opposite, obesity. 
The first of these was found in 61 per 
cent of those examined, and one of the 
others in 51 per cent. 
Almost as fre- 


quent were diseased tonsils and flat 
feet. Ailing eyes, heart, abdomen and 
glands were common. 


So very few of those supposedly 


healthy persons were really healthy. 
Nearly all of them had troubles which 
were either serious in themselves or 
might lead to serious results. 
People 


are learning to run their motor cars in- 
to the shop for periodical examinations 
and repairs, but they are curiously 
slow to apply the same method to their 
bodies—the most delicate, complex and 
valuable of all machines.

remarkably large group of superb char- 
acter actors.

"I am no lover of musical comedy, 


which seems to me to be the entertain- 
ment of persons suffering from mental 
debility, sheer witlessness or such fa- 
tigue or idleness that it scarcely mat- 
ters whether they see a play or go to 
bed; but I am obliged to say that mu- 
sical comedies are more brilliantly put 
together in New York than in any oth- 
er city that I know. 


"Immortal works cannot be 
pro- 


duced every 
Monday, but 
although 


there was no work of genius done on 
the American stage in the 
seven 


months that I spent in New York, the 
level of production was very high." 


The chief fault he, finds with our the- 


ater is that it does^ not sufficiently en- 
courage American; authors, preferring 
foreign authors. He cannot believe that 
a nation which produces our great ar- 
ycliitecture, and is1' making such strides 
in other arts, is not capable also of pro- 
ducing great drama.

If there ever was a populous, 
Jkighly civilized continent in the Atlan- 
tic west of the Pillars of Hercules, as 
the ancient Greeks and Egyptians be- 
lieved, it is hardly-possible _tha,t it dis- 
appeared without leaving a 
trace. 


There must have been 
settlements 


made by that race in northwestern Af- 
rica, or remnants of the people saved 
from the deluge that is supposed to 
have overwhelmed their land. 


Still more interesting would be dis- 


coveries of ancient buildings or otherc 
relics, at the bottom of the sea, any- 
where in the vast, shallow region of 
the Atlantic outside of the Strait of 
Gibraltar. Such finds would awaken 
the interest of mankind more than any- 
thing yet learned by archeologists in 
the comparatively modern ruins of 
Egypt or Mesopotamia.

VERMONT DENIED 


On April 8, 1777. Vermont attempted to join 


the American colonies as the 14th sta"te, but its 
petition was denied. 


Few states have bad a lengthier or more col- 


orful strtijrjrle for recognition than this rocky 
pioneer, Vermont. Originally, * the territory was 
claimed by Xew York, but on Jan. 13, 1777, the 
settlers in the land met in formal convention and 
declared their independence. It was New York's 
opposition to the recognition of Vermont as a 
separate state which -influenced Congress against 
it. New York was already a powerful member of 
the Colonial group -and Vermont represented 
only a handful of earnest pioneers who wanted 
lo go beyond the original Colonial plan In their 
search for liberty. 


The incident Is significant because it shows 


that nt this early date there were two groups of 
colonists. One who tainted only independence 
from Qrcat Britain and a group which was look- 
ing- for independence from one of the colonies 
themselves. 


Vermont was not admitted to 'the Union until 


It years after its original request, and until 
after it had been forced to threaten an alliance 
with Great Britain.

FORE YOU SWEAR OFF 


The constipation habit is in many 


respects like inebriation. Xb one who 
has long depended on physic, enema 
or other artifice of this sort can ex- 
pect to be restored to a natural or 
normal state of health 
without a 


struggle, and where there's only a 
feeble will for liberty ther^ is a cor- 
respondingly poor prospect for vic- 
tory. As many chronic victims of the 
habit have discovered, it is not pos- 
sible to recover by the tapering off 
process,, .nor by the substitution of 
one "k'ind of interference foi' another. 


Years ago such medicines as cas- 


cara aagrada were introduced with 
the fatuous suggestion that victims 
of chronic constipation could switch. 
from whatever purgative medicines 
they had regularly taken to this new 
one, and then gradually taper off 
the "daily dose of the, new laxative, 
until ultimately they found a cure. 
Of course this was nonsense. Xo one 
ever iccovored from the constiua- 
tion habit by tapering off on physic. 
It is quite as futile to hope that any 
of the newer substitutes will rescue 
the physic habitue from his plight. 
I'll mention just one of the newer 
substitutes for physics, because it is 
homely, cheap and I have recom- 
mended it to many and still recom- 
mend it is a comparatively harmless 
aid to peristalsis; it is a daily dose of 
a teaspoonful or two of plain whole 
raw fla-xsecds, cither washed down 
with a clunk of water, 
or 
mixed 


with jelly, fruit or a cereal. I men- 
tion this homely remedy here be- 
cause I find the flaxseed route is an 
easier one for some victims of the 
constipation habit to follow at their 
break for liberty. It i.s somothmtcJiUe 
the wooden cigar some inveterate ci- 
gar smokers like to liavo in their 
pocket or in mouth when struggling 
with the tobacco habit. 


It is quite csential that the victim 


of constipation habit clearly under- 
stand that liio mechanism for the 
control and regulation of the bowel 
is wholly automatic and in no de- 
gree under the control of the con- 
scious will. Interference of one kind 
or another is more or less under the 
control of the will. If you can re- 
strain tho interference, even 
after 


Ions years of habitual interference, 
the automatic action of the bowel 
will go on as normally and as smooth- 
ly as tho there had ne\er been any 
interference. You must grasp tho sig- 
nificance' of this, for it contributes 
toward the assurance and confidence 
you must feel if you arc to win the 
battle with a habit.

edy for that is the correction of the 
bad habit, j-ay stop smoking. Well, 
the constipation habit is just like 
that. Maybe ^c Eh"'.i!rl c"-!l it t':e 
interference- habit, instead 
of 
the 


constipation habit, for after all i£ is 
the interference which i" habitual, 
not the constipation. It is difficult 
to break tho hal'it of interfering, liut 
the moment this habit is broken, the 
bowel mvai lably resumes 
normal 


and natiir.il functioning, quite as 
tho there Ind never been any inter- 
ference.

ERYSIPELAS 


Does erysipelas lead to 
insanity? 


Can erysipelas be cured? If so please 
publish a remedy. (M. K.) 


Answer—Erysipelas is an acute in- 


fectious inflammation of the skin, 
characterized by severe fever, with 
chills and great prostration as a rule. 
It seldom leads to insanity, tho the 
fever may' be marked with delirum. 
Most patients recover. There is no 
particular remedy. Medical care is 
necessary, plus expert nursing care 
to prevent the spread of ,the infec- 
tion. Erysipelas is a streptococcus 
irjfection, and that is tho most viru- 
lent type of infection 
where 
any 


wound, scratch or skin abtasion is 
concerned. 


LIVER X G. FOR ANEMIA 
Please give me some general ad- 


\ice about anemia. I have used liv- 
er and everything I know of. (Miss 
31. A.) 


Answer—Liver is a very ncutri- 


tious and palatable food, but it has 
no particular value in ordinary ane- 
mia. In pernicious anemia 
half a 


pound of any kind of liver cooked 
as the patient prefers, three times 
a week, will specifically cure, but 
the patient must'go on eating or tak- 
ing the liver indefinitely, else the an- 
emia recurs. You probably have a 
simply secondary anemia, such as a 
majority of us indoor dwellers have, 
simple secondary anemia, suc-h as a 
things, and can be remedied only by 
discovering and removing the cause 
in a given instance. Send stamped 
envelope bearing your address and 
ask for general advice for anemia.

As described hy one per- 
son, the chief coordinator 
of the 


United States is second only lo the 
ruler of the universe. 


Simply stated, it Is up to the chief 


coordinator to see that 
th" great 


number of federal agencies function 
with the efficiency of a orivate busi- 
ness in so far as is possible. 


For example, the government buys 


;. lot of lubricating oil. 
Formerly 


each department bought 
its own. 


Now the navy, the largest consumer 
of nil, puroha«!pi tinder navy spr 
ifications for itself and all of the 
k.rsor government department*. 


Similarly, gasoline is 
boi;~ht on 


war department contracts for all of 
the departments in Washington and 
the federal activities in several other 
cities.

manpower. One man or a group of 
men now do the work that formerly 
required a much greater number. In- 
spectors of the bureau of animal in-

hospitals in Boston, for the shippinj; 
board in Xcw York, and /or the army 
and navy in mary places. 


Ten >cars ago these things were 


unheard of.

o.' coordination has been worked out 
\\as afforded not so lone ato. 


Tho Iv.iiT.itr of fisheries foinul its 


appropriations- insufficient to provide 
irlrtthmR for the natives of the Prl- 
' bilof is land;, who aic warils of the 


government in a remote part of Al- 
aska now devoted to sealing and fox- 
Ing operations. 


LITTLE FROM EVERYWERE 
When this fact was communicated 


to the chief coordinator a represena- 
tive of the bureau of fisheries was 
placed in touch with the records of 
surplus property. He was enabled 
to obtain shoes from the army, win- 
ter trousers from the marine corps, 
coats, overcoats, raincoats, blankets, 
comforters and nurses' dresses from 
the 
veterans' 
bureau; sails, 
oil- 


skins, mosquito bars and soap from 
the shipping board, and medical sup- 
plies from the public health service. 
All these materials-were transferred 
without funds in time to be made 
part of the annual shipment of sup- 
plies, on a ship furnished by the navy 
department. 


This transaction, while relatively 


small economically, is significant in 
the changes it indicates. 


It shows that departmental laws 


have given way and that bureau- 
cratic perogatives have been willing- 
ly abandoned where the best inter- 
ests of the government were involv- 
ed.

So 
he decided to turn over a new leaf 
and cartoon the real Bryan- instead 
of an imaginary 
man who 
had 


grown up. In the .cartoons in the 
course of the years. 


But the public would have noth- 


ing to do with the new Bryan. Peo- 
ple did not recognize the new "Ding" 
cartoon even though it looked much 
more like the real man than the one 
he had been in the habit of drawing. 
It took a lon^ time and much hard 
work to convert 
his public to the 


Bryan of fact and wean them away 
from the Brjan of their fancy. 


The same thin?, according to Dar- 


ling, was true with regard to the 
cartoons o* Roosevelt. 
The public 


never did get away from the square 
head of the 
one-time 
Bull Moose 


leader. 
Roosevelt 
didn't have a 


square head at all. Darling asserts, 
but was essentially and even con- 
spicuously round-headed. 
But the 


public—perhaps 
because 
of the 


square head's resemblance 
to the 


head of a bull dog—insisted on the 
square head and the cartoonists had 
to draw Roosevelt that way. other- 
w i«;e he didn't look "real" to the pub- 
lic. 


For years John D. Rockefeller had 


been drawn by the cartoonists as a 
bald-headed man. One day the oil 
magnate started to wear a WIJT. His 
photographic pictures began to be 
conspicuously 
different 
from the 


cartoons. For >oars the cartoonists 
did not dare change 
their carica- 


tures. John D. had to be pictured as 
bald because the public was used to 
him like that and refused to accept 
any other likeness. 


All of vhich is a pictorial analogy 


of a well "known fact that in litera- 
ture, only in literature it is not read- 
ily recognized. 
Take the fictional 


portrait of. let us say. 
a Catholic 


priest. Except in the case of great 
writers Mich a character has a num- 
ber of very well 
known specifica- 


tions. Under a gruff 
exterior he 


hides a kindly tear: he rebukes the 
ernn? members of his flock while at 
tho same time he has a genuine ap- 
preciation of the reasons for their 
human frailitie>: be relishes a joke 
to the limit 
.v%d the next minute 


wipes away a tear; with something 
of Irish \olitility. 
Doubtless many 


pnpft* arc like that. The point Is, 
all li'jt the pi eat writers make 'em 
all like that to the last man.

Perhaps one of the cheapest time 


and labor savins conveniences in the 
kitchen is a ROCK! sized pair of sharp 
shears. IVe all can't 
have electric 


choppers and mincers, but most of 
us can have a pair or strong, sharp 
shears that will chop small amounts 
easily and well. 
,— 


Celery and pepper* 
are quickly 


cut for salads. Slit each stalk of cel- 
ery with several 
trashes, then cut 


crosswise. The celery can be cut as 
line or coarse as wanted. 


There's 
no 
danger of making 


those 
unsightly 
scars on one's 


thumb when 
shears are 
used in 


place of a knife. So often -when dic- 
ing meats and 
vegetables with a 


knife the 
pressure 
against the 


thumb 
of the left 
hand is great 


enough to slightly 
cut the 
skin. 


This make's an excellent 
place for 


stains from fruits and vegetables to 
settle and fine black lines through 
the end of the thumb are the result. 


Lettuce is easily . shredded.-tops 


cut from beets, green onions trim- 
med and grape fruit prepared by the 
means of shears. 


An easy way to 
prepare 
fresh 


pineapple is to slice it across with a 
large knife and then 
"peel" each 


slice with the shears. Eggplant can 
be prepared this way too. 


Candied fruits and marshmallows

der if gathered before the blossoms 
have formed. This green is likely to 
be slightly 'bitter and tough if used 
when it has matured. 


The young tender sprouts of milk- 


weed are very 
good 
cooked and 


served like asparagus and the small 
leaves are ^desirable for greens. 


Sour dock" comes early before gar- 


den greens are plentiful and many" 
people think it rivals kale or spin- 
ach when properly 
cooked. Many 


men who refuse to eat spinach like 
the edible weeds 
probably because 


of their peculiar tang. 


CREAM OF SORREL SOUP 


One cup minced 
sorrel, 2 table- 


spoons, butter, 1 teaspoon sugar, few 
gratings "nutmeg, 1 teaspoon salt, 3 
cups chicken or veal stock, 1-2 cup 
rich cream or 
milk,

sauce, yoyks 2 eggs. 


Wash sorrel and strip leaves from 


stem. Mince and 
measure leaves.

Extreme care must 
be taken in 


looking over greens. A good salt wa- 
ter bath is essential and a thorough 
rinsing under running water insures 
perfect cleanliness. 


All these wild greens are rich In 


mineral salts and vitamins and are 
well worth recognition 
by every 


housewife.

borrowed

It is rich 
and nourishing 


and would make an excellent lunch- 
eon soup.

Washington —(/?)— The engineer 


coips of the United States army is 
preparing for its big annual bat- 
tle. The enemy flies a dun-colored 
flag. He ne\er sleeps. In spite of 
appropriations of congress and all of 
man's precautions army men agree 
that they never can tell when they 
will be "licked." 


The enemy is the Father of Wa- 


ters — the Mississippi ri\ er, w hose 
drainage area, is a million and a 
quarter square miles, or 40 per cent 
of the continental United States. 


"Province alone can tell." said an 


army engineer when asked if con- 
gressional measures for flood con- 
trol would prevent a recurrence of 
foimer Mississippi flood disasters 
"When the ground gets soaked the 
water runs off in sheets. Gutters 
overflow. Main sewers can not car 
ry the load. That's what happen" 
nationally in a wet year like 19-7. 
What will happen this year no one 
can tell, but we are preparing." 


All along the 1.200 miles of the

sissippi below Cairo, II., levees are 
being re-inforced and patrolled, wea- 
ther conditions studied. Maj Gen. 
Edgar Jadwin. chief of th6 engineer 
corps, is kept fully informed of 
storm warnings.

the 


great river. Engineers 
recogni/e 


the Mississippi as the "main storm 
sewer" of the country. It drains off 
water fiom 30 states and a part of 
Canada.

Fishing Possibilities 


Offered In Wolf River 


BY B. A. CLAFLIX 


Quits a number who read my ar- 


ticles on where to go fishing have 
written me that they keep them for 
future reference. Some paste them 
in large scrap1 books while 
others 


use files of some kind. One of these 
is a well known judge who told me 
that he had every one of my "Blazed 
Trails" from the first one written, 
and that he kept them in a scrap 
book where he could turn to them 
with convenience. 


He asked that I write Some ar- 


ticles from now on describing places 
as near to tho Fox river valley as 
possible. 
I am glad to do that but 


can hardly promise that the best of 
fishing will be found 
so nearby. 


That is quite obvious. 
JCeverthe- 


less, I shall mention some places in 
my coming writeups where fairly 
good sport can be had. And I shall 
tell what tackle I fo'und to be effect- 
ive 'at the "different places in order 
that as good, or better, results may- 
be had as I enjoyed personally. 


The wall-eyed pike fishing is on 


tab right now at Oshkosh. Speci- 
mens of this fine fish weighing up 
to six and a half pounds were taken 
there last week. The fishing is done 
along the docks on the Fox river. 
Live minnows of the shiner variety 
are proving most 
effective. 
It 
is 


rather cold, however, to really enjoy 
this sport. Besides, the best results 
are had by night fishing and that 
savors more of meat than of sport. 


Later on, when the weather gets 


nice, if you wish to enjoy a good day 
of sport drive to Xew London and 
down Irom there six miles to Fer- 
got's place at the "cut-off" on the 
"Wolf river. You can get a 
boat 


there and fish up or down as you 
prefer. About a half 
mile down 


river you will come to a sharp bend. 
At the convex side of this big curve 
heavy beds of lily pads and other 
aquatic plants form the home of big 
pickerel. 
^ 
• 


They will hit most anything In the 


way of a lure, but one having plenty 
of red on it will bring you the great- 
est number of strikes. You can take 
plenty of pickerel almost 
anywhere 


along the river, and also, an occa- 
sional bass, but the latter, of course, 
cannot be taken legally 
until June 


20, and by that time the pickerel do 
not bite as well, so you will have to 
take- your choice. 


Another good place for bass and 


pike is ths Embarrass river. 
This 


stream conies into the Wolf at New- 
London, and just a short distance up 
stream you can begin casting 
for 


bass. I have seen them come out 
of the Embarrass weighing up to 
live pounds. 


Use a line of about 12-pound test, 


and a flexible bait casting rod of 
about five feet in length and you 
will get the most enjoyment out of 
your day of fishing. Also, you will 
find a landing net having a. handle 
of at least five feet, a very conven- 
ient accessory on this stream.
